4 Co., Ltd. £46 Yangtszepoo road, 
requested the Venegenent on September End, 1940 to grant a 
food saillowane: of $10 each per month. 


The Industrial Section representative was asked by 
My. Je He. Liddell, Managing Director, to attend a consultation 
at nis office, 4 Peking Road, at 11 a.m. September Sra. vr. 
Liddell stated that the workers in the Press Packing Works were 
treated exactly the same as tnose in other departments. Their 
basic wages ranged from *32 to 242 per month, plus 40 per cent. 
H.C.L. allowance and $6 each ser month, besides a rice allow- 
ance of £9.45 for June, £17.70 for July and 315.45 for August. 
Thus the average monthly earnings came to more than $72 per 
month. He requested the Industrial Section representative to 
make a study of the matter before further allowances were con- 


sedered. 


fhe Industrial Section representative proceeded to 
the Works, 248 Yangtszepoo Road, at 2.50 p.m. the same day to 
make snquirie:. After an interview with the foreman, Ling 
Tsen Tang (74.42), and other workers, it was learned that 
they wanted the Management to provide hot rice at noon, a8 was 
done in the Casablanocas Fectory of the same Company, Or, 4s 
an alternetive, $10 cash each per month as a food allowance. 


After consultetion with yr. Liddell, the latter 
agreed to provide hot rice daily at tiffin time for the 26 
workers in the Press Packing Works, and seid he would consider 
similar treatment for the other 34 sgoolies in the godown. 


The Industrial Section representative proceeded once 
more to the Works, end conveyed to the workers the Management's 
decision. fhe workers were satisfied with this arrangement, and 
the dispute was settled without the occurrence of a strike.

SHIH CHIEN YUNG, JU CHIRG KENG and myself (all ex-workers) 
and the staff of the league (most of whom are ex-workers 
of the China Printing & Finishing Company). WOO and SHIH

Durini: Tune, we vere corpelied to clein an increase 
of 20, us we were unable to make botn ends meet due to the 
prevailing high cost of living, but the Management refused to 
entertain our demand. However, after repeated requests, we 
were eacn given 20 cents extra per day as a rice allowance. 
Meanwhile, the Management protiised to raise the allowance when 
the price of rice increased to $25 and $50 per "Zar". The 
Management did not keep the promise when the price of rice 
increased to over $40 per “zar". ‘Ye again requested the 
Managenent to sive the increase of the rice allowance favourable 


consideration, but our request wae ignored. ‘som this we 
began to understand thet the Management had no mercy on their 
labourers. 

During August, the wages of our fellow-workers 
working in the Engineering Department, Packing Department and 
Godown were increased by 25% and we, working in the Machinery 
Department, sebeieed no increase. We were at a loss to under- 


stand tis and we had every reason to expect a similar increase 


in wagese instead of giving us_an affirmative anewer, the.

32 ven.s Ccteober 22, two laborers, one namea Sung Kuo Ziang CRM AR) 
ana the other named Liu Pac Tsang (4) tae ) were taken to a 
special roou by the Police where they were interrogated and 
tortured snd subsequently relexsed for lack of evidence. In view 
of this malicious accusaticen and many other incidents in the past 
few months, we protested to the Management on October 24th when 
the iisnagement stopped all the machinery and said "Those who wish 
to work, £3y s0, otnerwise leave the premises immediately." Under 
these circumstances, we cannot but to resort to a strike. We shail 


be most grateful if the public, Javanes2 soldier friends and the 


City Government will extend to us sympathy and a helping hand.

Some 290 workers and apprentices employed by Casa- 
blenca Factory of Liddell Brothers and Company, Ltd., 248 
Yengtszepoo Foad, declsred a strike in order ‘9 enforce the 
folloving, demands:

she cause of the strike was that avout in the middle 
of . eptember, 14959 the management hes dismissed some eleven 
vorkers, fitters anu machine operators. Th refore tiie dismissed 
workers have persuaded all ot.er workers to strike in sympathy 
over their dismissal. & ¥yritten request has been submitted by 
Leébour ‘nion oi Liddell Brothers « Co., on Gcetober 2, 1939, to 
the Factory anager, jr. Chu Chi Hsing, asking the above 
mentioned demends. The workers have first, ap roaghed the 
Chinese Workers’ ‘\elfare ~ssociation ( PAE xr /_}h 4 ) and 
then got the support of the Chinese National Labour Union 
4 tf 4 #4) at Pootung | representuitive of the late 
orgenization ids called on the mun. gement for mediation, but no 
result has » en revo ed. 


After a tneft of twenty steel piles, the maragement 
ep yted to the tolice and two suspects, named Liu Pao Tsang 
ON 4. & ) and Shen Kwoh Tsiang (+ (3144) were brought to the 
e Stetion for investigation on October 25. Therefore the 
rs declared u strike next morning. 


I called on ir. R. W. Fraser, Manager of Casabianca 
Factory, 248 Yangtszepoo Road, this afternoon, October 26, for 
investigation. Wr. Fraser stated that some 95 workers resumed werk 
to-day snd hopes more will come to-morrow. He said that the 
mansgement has already granted an increase of 15 cents per day to 
all the workers from July lst, 1939, another increase of 5 cents 
per day on August 1, and the privilege of having cheap rice sold 
to them % of "zar" per month at $20 per picul. Therefore the 
management, he continued, has treated the workers better than other 
factories and if the bad elements agitating the strike were 
disaissed, expected the factory to work peacefully.
